Tells Of Clothing 


Drive For Koreans 


Collection Of Garments 
Urged In All Parishes 
In Thanksgiving Week 


New York —(NC)— A Thanks- 
giving week clothing campaign in 
parishes throughout the country 
for the needy civilians of Korea 
and the expellees and refugees of 
Europe, Asia and the Near East 
has been announced by the Arch- 
bishop Francis P. Keough of Bal- 
timore, chairman of the Adminis- 
trative Board of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. 


Archbishop Keough extended an 
invitation to all the Bishops to 
participate in this campaign, which 
will be held November 18-24. In 
his letter to them he said: 


“With the improved pay 
of aiding the millions of refugees 
and homeless in South Korea, due 
to the apparent stabilization of the 
military situation there, it has 
been suggested that our Bishops 
might again come to the aid of 
these unfortunate people. 


“To this end a clothing collec- 
tion during Thanksgiving week 
would give our good Catholic peo- 
ple, through their parish churches, 
the opportunity of aiding not only 
the hapless civilians of Korea but 
the great numbers of refugees and 
displaced in Hong Kong and in the

“Who is not horrified at the 
hatred and ferocity with which the 
God-haters in many parts of the 
world threaten to stamp out or 
uproot whatever is divine’ and 
Christian ? 

“Against this united front, 
those who are signed with the 
sacred mark of Baptism and in 
duty bound to fight the good fight 
for Christ, cannot any longer re- 
main divided and disunited.” 


The President’s appeal for reli- 
gious unity in a crusade for peace 
was made during an address to 
the Washington Pilgrimage of 
American Churchmen. at the 
National City Christian Church. 
Mr, Truman regretted that he so 
far had been unable to get reli- 
gious leaders to agree to act. 


“T am sorry to say that it has 
not yet been possible to bring the 
religious faiths together for this 
purpose of bearing witness that 
God is the way of truth and peace,” 
he said. 


“Even the Christian churches 
have not yet found themselves 
able to say, with one voice, that 
Christ is their Master and 
Redeemer and the source of their 
strength against the hosts of irre- 
ligion and the danger of world 
catastrophe.” 


Joseph Short, White House Press 
Secretary, explained later that the 
President’s efforts consisted main- 
ly of talking with “various and 
sundry religious leaders” who 
came to see him. 


Washington ministers, with two 
exceptions, said they were un- 
acquainted with President Tru- 
man’s proposal. The President’s 
pastor and a Rabbi said they or 
ersons close to them had heard 
Mr. Truman advance the idea of a 
“common affirmation of faith” on 
several occasions. : 


At an August press conference 
President Truman said that Myron 
C. Taylor, his former personal 
representative to Pope Pius XII, 
was helping to organize moral 
forces in behalf of peace. Mr. 
Taylor has paid a number of 
visits to the White House since 
resigning as the President’s repre- 
sentative on January 18, 1950, and 
made an extensive tour of Europe 
this summer. oo 

In his letter of resignation Mr. 
Taylor noted that beginning in 
1947 he had consulted with leaders 
of “many faiths in many lands.” 
He also said talks were conducted 
with groups of Protestant and 
Catholic leaders in this country. 

The Presidential appeal said that 
“Today, the whole. human enter- 
prise is in danger.” 

“On the one hand, we have to 
resist the expansion of a power 
that is hostile to all we believe in,” 
he said. “It is a power that denies 
the rule of law, the value of the 
individual, and belief in God. It is 
a power which has become militant 
and aggressive, using the weapons 
of deceit and subversion as well as 
military might. 

“On the other hand, we must do 
all we can to prevent the outbreak 
of another world war. Such a war,

Four Nuns Die 
In Auto Crash 
At Ottawa, Ill. 


Superiors Of Hospital, 
Sacred Heart Home In 
Garrett Die In Mishap 


Garrett — Four nuns, including 
two from Garrett and one from 
Avilla, and their chauffeur also 
from Garrett, were killed October 
9 in Illinois when their car went 
out of control northeast of Ottawa. 
All but one of the victims died in- 
stantly. 

Killed were Sr. M. Kunigunda, 
sister superior at the Sacred Heart 
Hospital here; Sr. M. Emilie, 


‘sacristan at the hospital; Sr. M. 


Henrica, sister superior at the 
Sacred Heart Home, Avilla; Sr. M. 
Delores, who was being transferred 
here from St. Mary’s Hospital, La- 
Salle, lll., and Ludwig Schwaiger, 
chauffer and stationary engineer at 
the local hospital. 

Illinois State Police said the 
right front tire on the eastbound 
car apparently blew out and threw 
the auto out of control. The acci- 
dent occurred on U. §S. Highway 
52. The car smashed into a tree 
approximately 300 feet from the 
road. In leaving the highway, the 
auto narrowly missed falling into 
a concrete drain, eight feet deep 
and 12 feet wide. The car was de- 
molished when it struck the tree. 
Last rites of the Church were 
administered by the Rev. Robert 
O’Connor of Ottawa and the Rev. 
Gervase Brinkham, a passing mo- 
torist who stopped when he saw 
the wreckage. 

Sister Kunigunda, who had been 
sister superior here for the past 
two years, and Sister Emilie and 
Sister Henrica had left here with 
Mr. Schwaiger to pick up Sister

Walter Lippmann, one of our most respected columnists, be- 
lieves that we must correct at the source all danger of producing 
men who have not a strong faith in those two doctrines. He points 
out that that source is the school in which the person is educated, 
more particularly, the college and university. He holds that the in- 
tellectuals of our day attended schools of higher education and 
that their doubts are due chiefly to certain professors they had. 

Mortimer Adler, speaking before a meeting of scientists, ed- 
ucators and philosophers a few years ago, took as his subject “God 
and the Professors” and charged that many professors ignore God, 
if they do not actually disown Him as a Personal Being. 

For a professor to acknowledge a vague “Architect of the 
Universe,” or an invisible “Force Existent in the World,” but not 
to credit Him with universal dominion over every human being, 


nor to recognize the obligation of every person to serve Him, does 


not help the cause either of faith or morality. 

We have looked at many papers reporting the recent speech 
of General MacArthur at Cleveland, but haven’t seen any which 
emphasized the things which MacArthur emphasized most: the 
need of the recognition of God as Teacher and as an infinitely great 
Personal Being Who must be served. He referred to the lack of 
moral ideals in the conduct of men who represent the people in 


Washington.

Lawlessness Results From Weakened Faith And Morality 


The newspapers of our day report little except.crime, if we ex- 
cept what they have to say about sports or the economic system. 
The readers of these papers have become so accustomed to this 
daily fare that they have taken mis-conduct for granted and have 
become imbued with the idea that the churches are the only places 
in which people are to be reminded of the merit of good conduct. 

However, since half of the American people-are not affiliated 
with any of the churches, and more than half af those who are 
affiliated seldom patronize them, neither their minds nor their 
hearts are reached by the considerations which, of all things, are 
most necessary. 

Our forefathers were firm believers in God the Creator, in the 
God-Man Redeemer, and accepted what they believed to be His 
terms of salvation. They insisted on having their children educated 
chiefly in these matters. Practically every school was a religious 
school, and nearly all public school teachers were also Sunday 
School teachers. 

But today not only have atheists and infidels organized to keep 
religion entirely out of the public schools, but a great many church- 
men of different denominations are organizing with them. In fact 
it was the churchmen who organized a movement to prevent any 
further cooperation between State and the churches, and they in- 
vited “other Americans” who had been atheistic, or communistic, 
or irreligious, and altogether opposed to religious instruction, to 
join them. 

Religious practice, evidently, must be based on religious 
knowledge; otherwise it is unintelligent, inconsistent and shallow.

Editors’ views on current 
events and others’ ee, 
On Newspaper Week 


HE first week in October was 
designated “Newspaper Week.” 


Every reflecting person knows 
that the National and International 
News Services aim at supplying to 
all people in the United States a 
report on daily happenings 
throughout the world, and at least 
with substantial accuracy. They 
could not run the risk of being 
charged with wilful misrepresenta- 
tion of facts. But it seems also to 
be widely recognized that the 
American public prefers to read 
the news without an interpretation 
of it motivated by political learn- 
ings. 

Only a minority of the readers of 
the daily paper peruse the editor- 
ials both because these too com- 
monly have a politica) slant, and 
because. the same people listen to 
the radio and observe that com- 
mentators on the news—who might 
also be considered as editors— 
differ so widely. 


Those who are chiefly interested 
in preserving the relationship 
which every person bears to his 
Creator have good reasons to be 
critical of the over-emphasis 
placed on things of lesser moment

This statesman pointed out 
that while larger telescopes are 
enabling astronomers to discover 
new stars, new constellations, they 
are not new in the sense that they 
did not exist before their discovery. 
They have been where they are for 
untold centuries, and whether peo- 
ple believed them to be there or not 
did not change the fact that they 
were there. 


The greatest backers of Juris-. 
prudence have recognized an un- 
changeable moral law, and believed 
that all human law should be dic- 
tated by it lest they do more harm 
than good to society. We cannot 
expect to have a religious or moral 
future unless we teach religious 
and morals in our educational sys- 
tem today. 

Civil authorities do not permit 
every persdn to be a law unto him- 
self outwardly.

The daily newspapers, it must be 
admitted, are far less harmful to 
the good life than most magazines, 
whose purpose is to entertain 
rather than to instruct or enlight- 
en, and which follow the tastes and 
urges of people rather than try to 
lead them. Filthy literature has 
become America’s greatest curse, 
and even rulers of pagan nations, 
to which some of it is sent, have 
declared that “Christian America” 
is demoralizing what it calls 
“pagan” India or Africa. 

The late Mahatma Ghandi fre- 
quently referred to that fact, and 
observed that if such dirty litera- 
ture is one of the fruits of Chris- 
tianity, India did not want Chris- 
tianity. . 

Most cities have only one or two 
daily newspapers, but have several 
hundred magazine racks from 
which salacious literature is served 
to the public, doing more than the 
apostles of irreligion or Commu- 
nism to destroy the moral sense of 
youth. 

The daily newspapers could do 
most to bring America back to God, 
and should do it, because all 
through Holy Scripture runs the 
thonght that the nation, which was 
once devoted to God and strays 
from’ Him, will perish. 

The late Daniel Webster, of 
whose kind we need many more, 
gave this warning to the people of 
his day: 

“Let us not forget the religious 
character of our origin. Our fa- 
thers were brought here by their 
high veneration for the Christian 
religion. They journeyed by its 
light, and labored in its hope. They 
sought to incorporate its principles 
with the elements of their society, 
and to diffuse its influence through 
all their institutions—civil, politi- 
eal, and literary. Let us cherish 
these sentiments, and extend this 
influence still more widely, in the 
full conviction that this is the 
happiest society, which partakes in 
the highest degree of the mild and 
peaceable spirit of Christianity.”

Your Duties As A Soldier Of Christ

vices have been trained to kill. 
If you are one of these, this article 
is for you. 


Since -your entrance into the 
Armed Forces, new responsibilities 
and duties have been placed 
on your. shoulders, just § as 
you would have new responsibili- 
ties and duties if you became a doc- 
tor, or a packinghouse worker, or 
a husband. And that’s where the 
answer seems to lie with many 
fellows when they are asked for 
a reason why they are fighting— 
it’s a duty. But should it be only 
that for you as a Christian and a 
Catholic? 


In World War II the enemy were 
called “Japs” or “Krauts” and now 
in the fighting in Korea the enemy 
are called “Gooks” (all names com- 
parable to the American “Dago” 


or “Hillbilly”—in short, degrading 


expressions), 


But, no matter what you call 
the enemy, no matter who they are, 
they are still sons of God destined 
one day to take their place with 
Him in Heaven—just like * tee 
your family, and my family. Does 
this alter the fact that some of 
the enemy must be killed? No, but 
there is more to it than that. 


It all revolves around the ques- 
tion that is puzzling many, far too 
many, of the guys in the service— 
“Why are we fighting?” 

Is it merely because you were 
drafted?

But your inquiring friend may 
not be interested in such details. 
If this was his first Mass, he is 
—"t a little awed by the cere- 
mony. Awed and puzzled. He may 
yery well think, as many others 
have, that the Mass is an elaborate 
ceremony, and that its purpose is 
merely to impress the congrega- 
tion. An unfriendly critic might 
even liken it to the pomp of a 
dictator, who revels in parades and 
fancy uniforms with the purpose 
of impressing his audience. 


Such a comparison is unfair to 
the Church, and you should be able 
to explain why to your companion 
at Mass. Non-Catholics may even 
tell you that they don’t like the 
theatrical air about Catholic ser- 
vices; they prefer the simplicity 
which must have been the custom 
of the Apostles. 


There are several answers for 
your friend, and you should know 
what they are. For while it seems 
to be a paradox that a Church 
which grew up in the catacombs 
beneath the city of Rome should 
have such splendor in its worship, 
there is no paradox at all when 
you know the truth. 


The Apostles did wear simple 
dress. Our Lord left no orders as 
to how his followers should dress, 
and. for the first 400 years of 
Christianity priests wore no special 
clothing. They did, in all prob- 
ability, keep their best clothes for 
Mass, just as their congregations 
did, And here is where the un- 
changeableness of our. Church 
comes into the picture. As the cus- 
toms in ¢lothing changed, as fash- 
ions came and went, the Catholic 
Church retained for its priests the 
old Roman style of dress. Even 
the word “vestments” implies that. 
“Vestments” is simply the Latin 
name for “clothing”; ordinary, 
everyday clothing, but today 
“vestments” definitely mean the

Other Vestments 


But the other garments are 
authentically Roman. The alb is 
the old tunic, the equivalent of 
our white shirt. Every well-dressed 
man wore a belt around his tunic, 
for neatness’ sake—and our priests 
have their cinctures now. 


The maniple, which our priests 
wear on the arm, was a handker- 
chief, worn in the old days the 
Way a waiter carries a napkin 
today. The long stole was a scarf 
worn by officials of Rome to indi- 
cate their authority. The armband 
of an M.P. in the Army is very 
similar in purpose. The dalmatic 
is simply another tunic worn over 
the first one. And the final garmet 
is the chasuble, originally a cloak 
for bad weather, and also original- 
ly made with a hood for greater 
protection. 

$o it’s easy to see that the vest- 
ments of a Catholic priest at Mass 
are very much like the clothing 
which the Romans wore, and which 
we Catholics have kept as un- 
changed as the truths which Christ 
himself taught us. The one ex- 
ception is the amice, the rectangu- 
lar piece of cloth worn over the 
shoulders. This came later than 
the other garments, and was 
originally a hood to cover the head 
and ears when the church building 
was cold. It was introduced about

vitally affecting the youth of 


today. 


The eyes have it, so to speak; 


when cast upon the streets or ave- 
nues of any town or city, to see the 
tremendous upswing in the num- 
ber of young men attired in khaki 
or navy blue or the olive drab as- 
sociated with military service. The 
sudden withdrawals from second- 
ary schools and colleges and uni- 
versities of the United States bring 
even closer the signs of the times 
as the confused, youthful citizens 
of today attempt to cast aside the 
present blackness of despair and 
fear that they might see a brighter 
and more peaceful tomorrow. And 
no group or individual is facing 
these facts more squarely or with 
more determination than the mem- 
bers of the Catholic Youth Organ- 
ization. 


For they are the younger follow- 
ers of Christ, and they, better than 
anyone else, realize that much 
must be done if they are to suc- 
cessfully complete their mission 
as His Ambassadors. A_ similar 
thought flows through the program 
by which the youth hope to accom- 
plish this task. For it is a four- 
fold range of activities, with em- 
phasis placed on the spiritual side, 
but also including cultural, social, 
and physical activities. Readily un- 
derstandable is the stress on the 
spiritual, because it is this charac- 
teristic which distinguishes the 
CYO from other youth programs 
and places it on a plane high above 
its competitors. 

Some people, unfortunately, have 
mistakenly labeled the CYO as a 
social and athletic organization 
which gives the kids a good time 
once or twice a week. Nothing 
could be further from the truth, 
nor more distant from the purpose 
for which the: CYO was estab- 
lished, 

The Catholic Church recognizes 
first things first, and everything 
else in logical sequence, and right- 
fully demands that the word and 
law of God be placed before all 
else. And it was this principle 
which was most instrumental in; 
the formation of the four-fold pro- 
gram of the CYO. The reason for 
the existence of the CYO is con- 
cisely stated in a motto long asso- 
ciated with the organization, “To 
— the image of Christ in our 
vouth.” 


In order to weave a program 
about this motto, it becomes in- 
creasingly evident that the spiri- 
tual side must be the core about 
which all other activities revolve. 
In every diocesan program, this is 
exactly the case. The writer does 
not wish to imply, however, that 
spiritual activities undertaken by 
the CYO require the intense prayer 
and meditation characteristic of 
some religious orders. Rather, 
these consist of gatherings 
arranged by the young people 
themselves under the supervision 
of their pastor or director in which 
they as young people may offer 
up prayers, Masses and Holy Com- 
munions in reparation for their 
sins and the sins of the world. 

_A_ perfect example of such a 
CYO spiritual activity is the Holy 
Communion Crusade which was 
launched in the Diocese of Buffalo, 
and through which boys and girls 
in every CYO parish group re- 
ceived Holy Communion in a body 
lor one assigned week of the CYO 
year. The program was publicized 
by the national office in Wash- 
ington and within a few months 
more than 25 dioceses were fol- 
lowing the program, Other #ttivi- 
ties developed by the CYO include 
the Radio Rosary for Peace, re- 
‘treats, days of recollection, and 
Holy year pilgrimages. 

_ It is easy to understand, there- 
‘ore, why those closely associated 
with our Catholic youth emphasize 
‘heir spiritual eagerness and appti- 
tude, They have demonstrated in 
ai; parts of the United States a 
vesire to lead the world back to 
Christ. But young people know 
that before they can lead, they 
must follow, a task which to date 
they have tackled with joy. Forever 
and a day, this will be the only rea- 
son for the existence of the Cath- 
Che Youth Organization, namely,

But the circumstances are not ordi- 
nary ... mostly because my team 
has a long and proud winning tra- 
dition in football . . . and it has a 
fighting spirit second to none... 
and my team has lost only one 
opening game in 51 years. 

These latter three factors tend 
to ‘make veteran press .observers 
wary of hidden strength in my 
team. But they could be factors 
more or less discounted by the 
members of your team who had 
played and whipped my lads a year 
previous. 

Now let’s get into the game. In 
the first period, a long pass, com- 
pleted only with a_ spectacular 
catch, sets up a score for my team, 
and at the end of the first period, 
my team leads 7-0.

OF all the attacks launched against mankind today none is more vicious than that which 

seeks to set at naught the eternal law of marriage and the home. Sadly is an organ- 
ized campaign in some sections of the country weaning Catholic parents from God’s law. 
Under false pretenses and colorful banners the ugly monster slyly insinuates and secretly 
injects his poisonous venom.

More striking is the trend in 
family size for the same periods 
of time. Of some eighteen million 
married women in 1910, there were 
1,151,495 who reported “ten or 
more” children; whereas, of the 
thirty million married women in 
1940, there were only 683,360 who 
reported “ten or more” children. 
Thus, in 1910 over six per cent of 
American families had ten or more 
children, and in 1940 there were 
only two per cent of American 
families who could boast this 
number of children. 

The same survey shows that in 
1910 thirteen per cent of the fami- 
lies had eight or more children, 
and in 1940 this figure dropped to 
five per cent. Families having six 
or more children were found in 
twenty-four per cent of this na- 
tion’s homes in 1910, but thirty 


years later this size family drop-|P 


ped to thirteen per cent of Amer- 
ican homes. 


Our Own Survey 


A few years ago a large city in 
the midwest conducted a survey 
of native white couples, in which 
the wives were in the 40-44 age 
bracket. It was deemed that such 
families in general had attained 
their maximum size. This study 
revealed 1.9 per cent of Catholic 
families of ten or more children, 
as against 1.0 per cent of non- 
Catholic families that large. Of 
the Catholic families with six or 
more children the figure reached 
10.3 per cent; the same sized fami- 
lies in non-Catholic homes ac- 
counted for 6.7 per cent. 

All this goes to show that large 
families are still found in about 
twice as many Catholic homes as 
in non-Catholic homes, (figures 
on these items from that last U.S. 
census are not available at this 
writing.) Yet, the total general 
downward trend in family size is 
apparent in all homes, Catholic as 
well as non-Catholic, the only dif- 
ference being that it is so to a 
much greater extent in the case of 
the latter group. 

Large families among Catholics 
are more common than is some- 
times thought to be the case. 
Some months ago the present writ- 
er initiated a study of life in the 
large Catholic family. A request 
for names and addresses of such, 
through one small note in this
